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Europe: No Short Cuts 


Condemning this week’s European sum- 
mit as a failure is short-sighted and faint- 
hearted. Enrope simply failed to achieve the 
impossible task it set itself at its last summit 
in Milan. Discouragement is out of order. 

After some thm years, Europe has been 
inspired by the new president of the commu- 
nity, Jacques Delors, to go for a real com- 
mon market, with virtually no economic 
frontiers, by 1992. Although tariffs no long- 
er exist inside there are stil] huge 
obstacles to the movement of goods, ser- 
vices, people and money. As a result, a group 
bigger than either the United States or Japan 
is far from reaping the economic benefits 
of a large unified market Europe today 
is little more than a geographical expression 
of 10 separate mini-markets.
